Acquisition of a $16,000 pumping 
fire engine and installation of new 
alarm boxes were accomplishments of 
the Oroville fire department in 1929. 

More than 15,000 voters in Butte 
County are expected to register for 
the August primaries, C. F. Belding, 
county clerk, estimated. 

Tulare County supervisors were for- 
mally advised that the California 
highway patrol will increase the force 
for the county from eight to ten mem- 
bers. Selection of two new men will 
be made shortly. 

Fifteen Sonoma County teachers 
received credentials from the Board 
of Education renewing their former 
certificates, or permitting them to 
teach in other departments of the ele- 
mentary school system of the county. 

Napa county recently paid $3,793.28 
to the Golden Gate Bridge and High- 
way District, according to County! 
Treasurer Charles Harney. The pay- 
ment was derived from a three-cent 
levy on the first installment of taxes. 

The first session of the Fourth Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals opened at Fres- 
no with Justices W. A. Sloane, 
Charles R. Barnard and E. J. Marks 
presiding. More than 300 cases have 
been assigned the court by the Su- 
preme Court, in addition to other 
cases. The court will remain in ses- 
sion there for four months. 


The Pit River tribe of Indians, one 
of the largest in California, is prepar- 
ing a petition to be presented to Gov- 
ernor C. C. Young at Sacramento, 
asking for the restoration of their an- 
cient hunting and fishing rights in the 
northeastern section of California. 
Chief Harry George of the branch of 
the tribe in Modoc county is heading 
the movement. About 100 square miles 
of territory ts involved. In this the 
Indians will demand the waiving of 
ll State laws and regulations as far as 
they are concerned. The Indians claim 
this right under an old treaty their 
forefathers made with General Crooks 
and his officers in 1867. Kellogg Wil- 
liams of Likely has been chosen as 
messenger to the Governor. The peti- 
tion will point out that the Indians 
need both the fish and game to sus- 
tain their lives, though the killing of 
the same is prohibited or restricted 
so far as the paleface is concerned. 

Connoisseurs of sea food within the 
next few days will be able to buy a 
hard-shell deepsea crab hitherto prac- 
tically unknown in California. The 
species is cancer gracillis, and has 
moved in from the ocean to Bolinas 
Bay, according to Fish and Game 
Warden W. B. Sellmer. The species 
is highly esteemed as food, according 
to Sellmer. Fishermen are taking 
enormous numbers of them at Bolinas 


Bay. 

Violation of parking ordinances 
led to the arrest of more persons in 
Eureka during 1929 than any other 
one charge, 647 being arrested on that 
charge, it was shown in the annual 
report of the police department. Ar- 
rests for the year totaled 1763. Three 
hundred and forty-one were taken on 
charges of drunkenness. 

A $600,000 breakwater for the pro- 
tection of the Monterey harbor was 
recommended by the House rivers and 
harbors committee. If the report is 
adopted, work will begin as soon as 
the appropriation is available. The 
plans call for a 1,300-foot breakwater, 
which will protect the fishing fleet 
and other shipping, which now suffers 
frequently from storms. An annual 
saving of $160,000 is anticipated as a 
result of the improvement, and an ad- 
ditional 125,000 tons of shipping is 
expected to be attracted to the port. 

The State Board of Education has 
given the seven state teachers’ col- 
leges and the University of California 
at Los Angeles the right to issue 
teaching credentials in administration 
and supervision of elementary and 
junior high schools. In addition, in- 
dividual colleges have been approved 
for offering credentials as follows: 
Chico State Teachers’ College secon- 
dary credential in music. Humboldt 
State Teachers’ College, junior high 
and elementary school credentials; 
special secondary in physical educa- 
tion; pre-secondary curriculum with 
majors in English, ~ocial science and 
biological sciences. Fresno State 
Teachers’ College, pre-secondary cur- 
riculum with major in psychology and 
philosophy. San Diego State Teach- 
ers’ College, secondary credential in 
music; pre-secondary with majors in 
social science, biological science and

Modesto postal receipts in Deceim- 
ber totaled $15,005.88, a gain of 
$563.36 over the same month in 1928. 
In announcing these figures D. W. 
Morris, postmaster, said the receipts 
last month estabzlished an all time 
record. 

San Jose’s new outfall sewer, emp- 
tying into Alviso slough three miles 
past the present dump, will be com- 
pleted by March 1, according to City 
Engineer’ W. L. Popp. 

The Pickwick Company will start 
work March 1 on its new ten-story 
$500,000 hotel building, according to 
Burr P. McConnaha, Eureka manager. 

A lack of fire alarm boxes has 
made the fire hazard in Pittsburg ex- 
tremely dangerous, City Manager Roy 
A. Watkins informed the Pitsburg city 
council. A change in the present sys- 
tem is asked. Watkins plans to pur- 
chase twelve new fire boxes at a cost 
of $12,000. This amount will also in- 
elude the general overhauling of the 
present system. 

Installation of a new storm and san- 
itary sewer system in Richmond to 
cost $1,250,000 probably will be ac- 
complished during 1930, according to 
City Manager J. A. McVittie. The pres- 
ent sewer system is inadequate for 
the city’s needs, and storm sewers 
are needed to care for flood waters 
during storms, McVitte pointed out. 
T™ >» new system will cover the major 
portion of the city. 

California Lime Products Co., a $2, 
000,000 corporation, has been organiz- 
ed by a group of Sacramento business 
men for the purpose of manufactut- 
ing and marketing various lime prod- 
ucts. The company, headed by Charles 
Lumbard, proposes to construct a 
lime burning and dry-ice plant at 
Walerga station near Sacramento. It 
has obtained an option on a large 
limestone deposit near Towle, Placer 
county. The company’s capital struc- 
ture is represented by 200,000 shares 
capital stock of $10 parity. Under per 
mit of the States Corporation Depart- 
ment the company is authorized to 
sell $1,500,000 of this stock of which 
amount $750,000 is to be sold to the 
public. 

The $5,500,000 rate reduction prom- 
ised to northern and central Califor- 
nia gas and electricity consumers will 
not be affected by the United States 
Supreme Court decision upsetting the 
basis of rate fixing used by the Cali 
fornia Railroad Commission. This was 
indicated by members of the com. 
mission. Tne high court ruled that de- 
preciation should be figured from cur- 
rent property values. It was admitted 
that the court ruling would affect rate 
fixing by the commission in the 
future. 

Orange County may become the 
home of a company formed to build 
a combined lighter than air and heav- 
ier than air dirigible which, it is he 
lieved, will revolutionize commercial 
aviation. Captain H. H. Hammer of 
San Clemente is one of the directors 
of the company. He was formerly a 
companion of Roald Amundsen, Arctic 
explorer. The company plans to con- 
struct an airship ‘which is to be a 
combination of an airplane and two 
Zeppelin type balloons.” 

The entire West will be on display 
at the California State Fair next Sep- 
tember at an exposition which will 
take as its theme the eighty years of 
progress of this section of the United 
States, it was announced by directors 


of the State Agricultural Society 
meeting at Sacramento recently. It 
was reported that practically all 


Western states, as well as the various 
counties of California, will be repre- 
sented by exhibits. 

The State Railroad Commission has 
set Tuesday, February 25, as the date 
for a hearing on the proposed new 
gs: “3ty rules and regulations govern- 
ing the operation of passenger stage 
and truck companies under the juris- 
diction of the commission. The new 
rules will supersede those in force 
since 1917 when the commission took 
jurisdiction over the lines. Commis 
sioner Thomas 8S. Louttit will pre- 
side at the hearing, and representa- 
tives of the companies have been in- 
vited to attend and express any ob- 
jections they may have before the 
rules and regulations are finally 
adopted. One of the important new 
rules will be one requiring drivers of 
all such vehicles to come to a full stop 
at any grade crossing where there is 
no watchman on duty. Another limits 
drivers from more than ten hours’ 
duty out of a twenty-four hour period 
except in serious emergency. Opera 
tors are prohibited from using intoxi- 
cating liquors while on duty.

Fewer births and fewer deaths were 
recorded at Santa Ana during 1929 


than in 1928, it was revealed by rec 
ords of City Clerk Ed Vegely.

More than 7000 students are enroll- 

in Marin County schools this 
spring, according to J. B. Davidson, 
County superintendent of schools at 
San Rafael.
